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"Old  saltwater  sailors  feel  that  the  primary 
thrill  in  the  Navy  is  going  to  sea.  but  as  far  as 
shore  duty  is  concerned,  this  is  without  a  doubt 
as  rewarding  and  responsible  assignment  as  pos- 
sible," says  Captain  Otto  \V.  Spahr  of  his  post 
as  Commanding  Officer  of  the  Schools  Command 
at  Newport. 

"The  enthusiasm  and  technical  knowledge 
that  we  impart  to  the  bo\s  at  OCS  ha\e  a  direct 
and  immediate  bearing  on  the  Navy  at  sea," 
continues  the  Captain,  who  sometimes  talks  \ery 
nuuh  like  an  old  saltwater  sailor  himself.  He 
was  assigned  to  Newport  because  he  "was  avail- 
able at  the  right  time,"  after  having  studied  at 
the  Naval  \Var  College  and  having  spent  a  year 
in  command  of  the  USS  Yosemite.  In  about  a 
year  and  a  half.  Captain  Spahr  hopes  for  com- 
mand of  a  major  ship. 

The  Captain  is  roughly  in  the  position  of 
the  commander  of  a  destroyer  division,  with 
Commander  Antoine  Venne,  OCS'  Officer  in 
Charge,  as  CO  of  a  single  destroyer.  Other 
"ships"  in  Captain  Spahr's  division  inclifde  the 


Waves  Candidate  and  Indoctrination  School, 
and  the  Communications,  Chaplains',  Supply 
and  Torpedo  Schools.  His  connection  with  OCS 
itself  is  largely  in  matters  of  policy  and  adminis- 
tration; directly  he  also  sits  in  on  disenrollment 
meetings,  participates  in  Captain's  Inspection, 
and  administers  discipline  other  than  non- 
judicial punishments. 

Captain  Spahr  graduated  from  Annapolis  in 
1933  and  was  again  assigned  to  the  Academy  in 
the  early  and  late  forties.  During  the  War  he 
commanded  the  USS  Rhind  and  the  USS  Vogel- 
sesang:  after  the  War  he  was  on  the  staff  of 
COMDESLANT  and  then  Commanding  Officer 
of  the  Naval  Station  at  Guantanamo  Bay.  He 
was  on  duty  in  the  Far  East  beginning  in  1951, 
including  assignment  to  the  Truce  Delegation  at 
Panmunjon  and  service  for  two  years  as  Opera- 
tions Officer  on  the  Staff  of  the  Commander  of 
Naval  Forces  in  the  Far  East.  He  is  therefore 
extremely  well  qualified  to  speak  for  the  Navy 
Officer  when  he  sa\s.  "There  is  no  desk  job 
anywhere  that  can  compare  to  a  good  fast  job 
in  a  running  sea."

1  March  1957  will  add  one  graduate  to  the 
list  of  total  enrollees  in  OCS.  He  is  Com- 
mander Antoine  W.  Venne,  Jr.,  Officer  in 
Charge,  and  his  first  post-OCS  assignment  is 
Technical  Advisor  for  Louis  de  Rochemont 
(Cinerama)  Studios  during  the  shooting  of  a 
sequence  on  the  "1957  Navy"  in  Guantanamo 
Bay  and  St.  Thomas,  V.  I. 

Commander  Venne  was  assigned  to  OCS  in 
August  1953,  after  requesting  duty  in  the  New 
England  area;  sixteen  years  ago  he  entered  the 


Navy    as    a    graduate    of    the    "prototype-OCS", 
Naval  Reserve  Midshipman's  School. 

"This  is  the  most  challenging  job  I've  ever 
had,"  said  the  man  who  had  served  in  seven 
major  Pacific  campaigns  and  was  awarded  a 
Bronze  Star  Medal  with  Combat  V  for  his  serv- 
ice as  an  Escort  Division  Commander  in  Korea.

Commander  Venne  is  the  "captain"  in  "Cap- 
tain's Inspection";  he  is  also  filling  a  Captain's 
billet  as  Officer  in  Charge.  In  addition  he  is 
responsible  for  a  number  of  changes  that  have 
become  rotuine  at  the  School.  "One  that  I  may 
not  be  too  popular  for,"  he  admitted,  "is  Com- 
pulsory Study  Hall;"  but  he  also  inaugurated 
other  measures  such  as  the  use  of  the  officer-type 
uniform,  and  the  "beefing  up  of  Operations 
from  sixty  to  eighty-eight  hours,"  a  project  in 
which  he  was  "most  interested". 

"All  my  ideas  of  OCS  come  from  two 
sources,  "  explained   the  personable  commander 


with  the  regulation  OC-type  haircut,  "my  own 
experience  as  a  reserve  midshipman  under  the 
old  V-7  program  and  my  experiences  aboard 
ship."  Commander  Venne  is  no  stranger  to 
Navy  or  civilian  schools.  He  attended  gunnery 
school  before  changing  to  the  Regular  Navy  in 
1946,  and  he  studied  at  General  Line  School 
and  in  the  Far  Eastern  Program  at  Cornell 
University  before  becoming  the  Executive  Of- 
ficer of  the  U.S.S.  Higbee  and  the  Commanding 
Officer  of  the  U.S.S.  Marsh.  His  definition  of 
the  purpose  of  OCS  is  clear  and  succinct:  "Our 
mission  is  to  train  officers  of  early  usefulness  to 
the  fleet." 


Commander  Richard  N.  Billings  believes  that 
a  major  part  of  his  job  as  Assistant  Officer  in 
Charge  at  OCS  is  to  "make  people  aware  of 
how  great  their  responsibilities  are  as  Ameri- 
cans." He  is  keenly  aware  of  the  present  neces- 
sity for  maintaining  a  strong  military  force,  and 
since  September  1956,  as  the  "Executive  Officer" 
of  the  School,  he  has  been  in  a  position  to  imple- 
ment his  views.

Commander  Clifton  R.  Largess,  Jr.,  describes 
a  Naval  Officer  as  "a  man  who  must  think  for 
more  people  than  himself."  The  task  of  Officer 
Candidate  School,  and  the  particular  concern  of 
the  Military  .Director  is  "to  bring  a  man  from  a 
newly  arrived  Officer  Candidate  to  a  full-fledged 
Ensign  in  sixteen  weeks."  Throughout  his  as- 
signment to  Officer  Candidate  School  —  as  head 
of  the  Seamanship  Department  since  July  1955, 
and  as  Military  Director  since  1956  —  Comman- 
der Largess  has  proceeded  "with  an  e)e  to  im- 
proving the  product."  The  school  is  "constantly 
changing  and  revising,"  and  the  Commander 
continually  receives  proposals  for  changes  from 
students  and  officers  alike. 

Connnander  Largess  is  a  graduate  of  Holy 
Cross.   He  received  his  commission  and  his  wings 


in  February  1943.  During  World  War  II,  Com- 
mander Largess  served  with  Torpedo  Squadrons

Commander  Joseph  L.  McDonnell  was  origi- 
nally assigned  to  Officer  Candidate  School  in 
November  1953.

Of  himself.  Commander  McDonnell  says,  "I 
am  a  product  of  World  War  II."  After  having 
been  graduated  from  La  Salle  Academy  and 
Providence  College,  he  received  his  commission 
in  1942  at  Midshipman's  School.  His  sea  duty 
has  included  service  as  Executive  Officer  and 
later  as  Commanding  Officer  of-  the  USS  New- 
man,  and,  prior  to  his  assignment  to  Officer  Can- 
didate School,  as  Operations  Officer  for  COM- 
DESRON-26.    In   1946  Commander  McDonnell 


interrupted  his  military  career  to  accept  a  posi- 
tion with  the  Textron  Company.  Shortly  there- 
after he  applied  for  reactivation  because  he  felt 
sincerely  interested  and  dedicated  to  Naval 
Ser\ice.  " 

Of  Officer  Candidate  School,  Commander 
McDonnell  says,  "The  school,  I  think,  is  won- 
derful." It  is  "geared  to  the  average  college 
student,  so  although  the  curriculum  is  neces- 
sarily rigorous  I  believe  that  by  diligence  it  can 
be  mastered  by  the  student  who  has  had  no  more 
than  grade  school  math."  OCS  is  the  "world's 
largest  Ensign-producing  factory,"  and  Com- 
mander McDonnell  is  interested  in  making  sure 
that  the  product  will  meet  the  test.

It  is  impossible  to  maneuver  through  OCS 
without  being  subjected  to  the  influence  of  the 
Medical  Department.  There  are  compulsory 
lectures,  physicals  and  the  long  rusty  needles 
at  the  business  end  of  a  long  weary  half-naked 
line.    It  could,  however,  have  been  worse. 

The  three  lectures,  for  instance,  contained  a 
remarkably  high  potential  of  boredom.  Chief 
Andrews  (pronounce:  An-DROOZ),  however, 
presenting  his  material  with  the  skill  and  finesse 
of  a  side-show  barker  turned  college  professor, 
developed  the  lectures  into  an  interesting,  in- 
formative and  amusing  three  hours.  Who  will 
ever  forget  Dial  Soap? 

Then  there  were  the  physicals.  Everyone  ob- 
jects to  running  around  with  his  skivvies  at  half- 
mast,  but  those  rooms  could  have  been  cold  and 
drafty,  and  the  personnel  might  have  been  less 
gentle.  As  for  the  shots,  they  could  have  drawn 
more  blood.  The  needles  might  have  been 
duller.  The  lines  moved  twice  as  fast  as  a 
chowline,  and  the  whole  business  was  over  be- 
fore one  had  time  to  think  it  over  and  pass  out. 


The  Chaplain's  Staff  is  known  to  OC's  on 
two  levels.  The  first  comprises  the  task  of  min- 
istering to  spiritual  needs,  a  job,  as  Senior 
Chaplain  Commander  Thomas  Burke  explains 
it,  like  that  of  a  University  Chaplain.  "The  lad 
on  the  fence  is  normally  channelled  to  us  before 
he  gets  too  far.  We  stand  on  a  little  broader 
base  than  the  purely  military,"  said  the  affable 
Priest  of  fourteen  years  Navy  service. 

Father  Burke  was  Chaplain  in  half  a  dozen 
different  Pacific  stations  during  World  War  II 
and  the  Korean  War  before  his  assignment  to 
Newport  as  a  replacement  for  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander AVilliam  F.  Doyle,  who  left  for  Norfolk 
in  January  1957.  "I  have  sat  with  more  than  a 
hundred  men  of  Class  30  in  the  past  two 
months,"  said  Father  Burke.  "I  would  certainly 
be  hopeful  that  many  who  asked  the  aid  of  God 
here  and  saw  beneficial  results  would  carry  that 
through  for  the  rest  of  their  days." 


The  shirt-sleeved  Navy  Priest  turned  to  the 
second  important  job  of  the  Chaplain's  staff, 
Character  Education,  and  introduced  Lieuten- 
ant Rodger  F.  Hill.  Chaplain  Hill,  a  wartime 
pilot  turned  Congregational  minister  has  now 
been  joined  in  his  work  by  Lieutenant  Com- 
mander Milton  E.  Ray,  a  quiet  Methodist  Chap- 
lain of  fifteen  years  Naval  service. 

OCS  represents  the  top  level  operation  of  CE. 
"Washington  has  approved  it,"  explained 
Father  Burke  enthusiastically,  "and  now  Pensa- 
cola  and  the  NRO's  are  clamoring  for  our 
manual  as  soon  as  it  is  approved  itself." 

Two  things  characterized  his  description  of 
the  program;  his  continual  use  of  the  word 
"scientific,"  and  the  element  which  ties  the  pro- 
gram in  with  the  ministerial  aspect  of  the  Chap- 
lan's  staff:  "If  you  are  operating  from  a  position 
of  principle,  you  are  operating  from  a  position 
of  strength."

as  duties  are  concerned.  The  Interviewing  Staff, 
to  whose  lectures  each  entering  OC  is  exposed 
ser\es  to  assine  both  the  Na\y  and  the  Officer 
Candiihite  ol  proper  placement. 

To  the  Navy,  jjroper  jjlacenient  means  utiliz- 
ing each  persons  talents  to  advantage,  taking  the 
individual's  jirelerences  into  consideration.  Oc- 
casionally these  preferences  conflict  with  the 
interests  ol  the  Navy,  as  is  frecpiently  the  case 
in  a  person's  choice  of  coasts.  Generally  about 
90/^  of  the  OC's  prefer  the  East  Coast,  where 
only  50 '/  of  the  ships  are  based.  As  a  jjossible 
solution  to  this  situation  the  Interviewing  Staff 
considers  the  preferences  an  OC  indicates  for  a 
tyjie  of  ijhip.  Thus  a  man  whose  only  preference 
is  for  a  cruiser  would  be  more  likely  assigned  to 
one  than  one  who  would  like  a  cruiser  but 
would  also  accept  a  destroyer. 


The  job  of  the  inter\iewing  staff  begins 
when  a  cpiota  letter  is  recei\ed  recjuesting  a 
nimiber  of  men  for  a  type  of  ship,  or  a  training 
school,  etc.  In  the  billet  lectures  the  men  are 
informed  of  the  jjreferences  they  may  indicate. 
Following  the  battery  tests,  interviews  are  held 
to  answer  any  specific  ciuestions  an  OC  may  have. 
The  inter\iews  also  serve  to  give  the  Staff  an 
idea  of  the  indi\  idual's  leelings  and  attitudes. 

Lieutenant  Commander  R.  G.  Walker  is  in 
charge  of  the  Interviewing  Staff,  and  is  assisted 
by  Lieutenant,  jg,  Arnold  Dreyer  and  Lieuten- 
ant, jg,  Gerald  Simmerman.  Mr.  Walker  sums 
up  the  work  of  the  Inter\iewing  Staff  by  saying 
that.  'The  men  could  be  assigned  arbitrarily. 
Ho^ve^er.  the  Na\y  realizes  that  with  a  little 
effort,  placement  can  be  made  much  more  wisely. 
I  would  say  that  an  a\erage  of  90',i  get  what  the 
Staff  recommends  them  for." 
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Ensign  Roscoe  Weffer,  USNR,  Junior  Dam- 
age Control  Officer,  started  and  stared  nervously 
at  the  Galve-Valve  again.

After  commissioning  Class  30  will  be  as 
widely  dispersed  as  it  was  before  it  began.  Most 
of  the  OC's  hold  the  1 105  designator  and  will  be 
sent  to  ships.  However,  even  within  the  designa- 
tor there  are  many  who  will  be  sent  to  schools 
for  further  specialized  training  such  as  UDT, 
Flight  Training,  or  Armed  Forces  Special 
Weapons  Programs.  Other  designators  include 
Air  Intelligence,  (4'/,')  BuShips,  (1%)  Intelli- 
gence, (1%)  Communications,  (1%)  and  Bu- 
brd,  (1.57o). 
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The  Sixteen  Weeks 


They  called  us  green  when  we  came  here. 
In  their  eyes  we  were.  In  our  eyes  we  were  re- 
laxed, individualist,  carefree  but  uncertain, 
lightened  by  a  completed  past  that  a  jargonized 
bureau  called  ONOPS  assured  us  would  be  use- 
ful (a  fact  we  tended  to  doubt)  and  in  no  way 
burdened  by  a  future  which  at  that  point 
seemed  only  incredible  enough  to  be  unreal.  It 
is  the  miracle  of  OCS  that,  although  we  passed 
through  many  moods  and  unquestionably 
learned  many  things,  none  of  those  early  attri- 
butes appreciably'  changed.  We  found  at 
Christmas  that  we  were  still  as  recognizable  to 
the  Real  World  as  it  was  welcome  to  us;  we 
discovered  by  the  twelfth  week,  that  "No  sweat" 
was  a  real  and  healthy  condition;  we  saw  by  the 
sixteenth  week  that  what  had  happened  at  OCS 
was  something  added,  not  something  subtracted 
from  us. 

Class  30  was  lucky.  We  had  Christmas.  We 
often  asked  ourselves  how  we  would  have  turned 
out  without  it,  for  it  was  refreshing  in  the  literal 
sense  of  the  word.  The  first  two  months  had 
been  "Sweat."  The  queued  lines  of  idleness  were 
an  annoying  paradox  when  we  remembered 
shoes  to  be  spit-shined  and  seemingly  impossible 


piles  of  books  to  be  read;  inspections  were  a  raw 
ordeal  whose  daily  shock  was  only  compounded 
by  their  early  hour;  class  was  a  continual  guess- 
ing-game  between  study-hall  reading  schedules 
and  an  im|3ervious  instructor  who  smiled 
through  his  teeth,  "Quizzzz."  But  friends  out- 
side and  peo])le  we  talked  to  could  hardly 
realize  the  crampedness  in  a  true  existance  of 
"No  spare  time".  It  was  hard  to  convey  the 
depth  of  basic  and  almost  animal  pleasures  that 
had  always  been  commonplace,  pleasures  like 
that  of  finding  a  sink  where  one  could  wash 
hands  or  of  locating  the  unsecured  head,  plea- 
siues  like  the  daily  cigarette  for  the  man  who 
used  to  smoke  forty,  pleasures  like  the  free 
moment  to  write  a  letter,  the  chance  to  see  a 
Sunday  paper  or  the  day  we  got  our  Section 
radio,  the  good  luck  of  hearing  a  piece  of  good 
music  that  had  somehow  sneaked  through  the 
limits  of  discriminating  taste  of  the  mess-hall 
record  selector. 

If  we  learned  what  sweat  meant  during  those 
first  eight  weeks  we  also  learned  of  camaraderie, 
as  fraternities,  friends  or  football  games  had 
never  revealed  it  to  us.  It  was  not  so  much 
sleeping  sixty  in  a  room  or  knowing  the  gait  of 
the  man  who  marched  in  the  next  squad;  it  was 
a  depth  of  gratitude  born  of  little  incidents,  the 
pleasure  of  finding  someone  who  knew  about 
or  would  listen  to  a  favorite  word  on  animal 
husbandry  or  who  knew  the  order  of  the 
stanzas  of  "Mad  Dogs  and  Englishmen".  It  was 
the  camaraderie  felt  towards  the  man  who  had 
put  in  his  locker  the  dungaree  shirt  you  left 
on  your  bed  before  barracks  inspection  (you 
only  thought  of  it  when  you  reached  the  Grinder 
and  you  found  yourself  facing  your  entire  squad 
on  a  "Right  Face"  because  of  it)  or  the  cama- 
raderie the  four-gig  man  felt  toward  the  SLOD 
behind  the  stony  eyes  that  looked  right  through 
the  obvious  lint  on  the  collar.  St-Exupery  wrote 
about  this  sort  of  camaraderie  in  the  African 
desert;  we  never  realized  we  would  meet  it  here. 

We  sweated  the  academics  as  much  as  any- 
thing else.  For  some  it  was  hard,  for  others  a 
borei^  for  some  it  was  a  challenge,  for  others  a 
joke.  Those  for  whom  it  was  hard  but  a  joke 
left  us,  along  with  some  who  tried,  in  January, 
and  that  was  a  sobering  experience  even  for 
those  who  stayed.  Those  who  found  classes  a 
joke  and  a  bore  puzzled  the  officers  who  some- 
times could  not  understand  people  who  did  not 
live  up  to  their  high  aptitudes  for  the  Navy. 
Those  who  looked  on  it  all  as  a  challenge,  be  it 
easy  or  hard,  did  well  and  were  satisfied,  for  the 
most  part,  but  they  sweated  like  the  best  of  us. 
In  fact,  they  were  the  best  of  us. 


The  Company  Officers  became  respected  and 
appreciated  as  some  of  tlie  most  exenijilary  of- 
ficers we  e\er  met.  Our  chiefs,  both  the  instruc- 
tors and  those  who  H\  ed  —  it  seemed  —  in  the 
BattOff,  we  soon  came  to  hke.  Their  paternal- 
ism was  often  welcome  in  a  world  where  we  were 
neither  enlisted  men  nor  officers;  their  whetted 
eyes  during  barracks  inspection  we  did  not 
charge  against  them.  Their  ungrammaticalities 
seemed  somehow  natural,  e\en  correct,  and  bet- 
ter still.  the\  usually  knew  their  subject.  When 
the\  said  "it  used  to  could"  (with  a  smile),  we 
smiled  too;  when  the\  spoke  of  the  "They"  that 
made  up  the  tjuizzes,  we  cheered  inside  because 
we  felt  the  Chiefs  were  part  of  "Us".  The  of- 
ficers' command  of  the  English  language  in 
class  we  found  less  excusable;  the  texts  we  read, 
the  lectures  we  heard  were  sometimes  good, 
sometimes  jargon,  sometimes  instructi\e  only  in 
showing  by  omission  that  there  was  such  a  thing 
as  effecti\e  teaching  technitjue.  We  wondered 
now  and  then,  would  one  of  our  own  future 
tours  of  duty  include  OCS  and  woidd  we  look 
better  than  that?  Yet  we  learned,  we  crannned, 
we  tried  to  remember;  we  showed  we  were  at 
home  in  jargon  by  adding  COMDESL.WT  and 
CXO  to  our  running  \ocabularv  and  bv  creat- 
ing CO.\IG.\R.SCO\VLAXT  for  the  Navy's.  And 
pretty  soon  Roger  chased  Mary  and  East  was 
least  without  our  ever  thinking  about  it  (al- 
though 2  and  2  became  5  and  Longtitudes  be- 
came 192°  .S  sometimes,  too,  without  our  e\er 
thinking  of  it).    We  learned  that  possessives  no 


longer  woic  a|)ostrophes  ami  that  anchors  get 
"boulcd  ".  but  wc  still  set  our  sights  on  that 
OKmpii  1.0  high  ahoxe  the  trees,  and  sonie- 
liuR's  m.idc  it.    .Still,  too,  we  sweated. 

.Mter  Christmas,  howe\er,  we  no  longer 
sweated.  I'arih,  no  doubt,  it  was  because  we 
were  .Senior  Kait:  RHIP  or  at  least  its  buoyant 
s|)irits.  I'arth.  too.  because  the  jjressure  was  off 
(so  far  oil.  in  fact,  that  a  2.0  in  barracks  in- 
spection anil  attendant  threats  of  renewed  gig 
letters  were  necessary  to  remind  us  that  we  still 
were  to  regard  lint  as  om-  greatest  enemy).  But 
we  had  also  reaffirmed  om-  actiuaintance  with 
that  Real  World  where  jieople  have  jobs  and 
wear  clothes  and  are  not  all  the  same  sex;  it  was 
more  than  liberty,  it  was  leave  and  we  were 
relieved.  We  read  e\ery  night  and  took  tests 
every  day  and  we  treed  now  and  then,  just  like 
i)elore.  But  we  did  not  sweat.  Four  weeks  slid 
i)y  on  [anuary  ice  and  we  were  beginning  to 
close  out  (with  still  four  weeks  to  go);  we  rat- 
tled aroimd  in  the  time  we  suddenly  had,  we 
broke  oiu  novels  to  supplement  our  Escapades, 
we  short-timed  (with  still  three  years  to  go). 
The  Wa\s  and  Means  Committee  sought  ef- 
fective, if  negative,  incentives  to  keep  us  from 
slipping;  i)ut  we  relied  on  personal  pride,  esprit 
de  settioii.  the  hope  of  a  better  billet,  and  the 
habit  of  study-hall  to  keep  us  from  not  looking 
at  books  at  all.  The  people  who  had  led  the 
weekly  grades  lists  during  the  first  eight  weeks 
were  outdistanced  by  late-comers  who  still  felt 
the  challenge  of  the  4.0;  still  others  were  not 
closing  out  and  did  not  do  so  until  the  last  week. 
■Some  few  found  themselves  ajjproaching  5000 
onlv  asymptotically;  they  sweated  but  thev'  were 
the  onlv  ones. 


When  we  left  for  Christmas  we  wondered  if 
we  would  still  remember  how  to  march  when  we 
returned.  There  were  those  who  polished  shoes 
every  day  at  home;  there  were  others  who  de- 
fiantly cultivated  a  fine  layer  of  lint  on  all  pos- 
sible shirts.  But  we  fell  into  step  when  we  walked 
down  the  street  (we  noted  it  with  both  pride 
and  embarrassment);  we  pointed  out  officer's 
ranks  in  town  and  we  waited  each  time  we  met 
a  fleet  man  to  see  if  he  knew  our  uniform.  It 
was  again  with  incredulity  that  we  returned  to 
Newport  and  the  now-fifty-eight  in  the  barracks, 
but  it  was  with  little  surprise  that  we  soon  noted 
we  had  not  forgotten  to  march.  Basket  leave  had 
been  happy  oblivion  but  it  had  not  been  forget- 
fulness;  it  was  relaxation  without  laxness.  Shoes 
now  shined  shortly,  and  if  they  did  not  we 
burned  them  without  qualm;  Captain's  Inspec- 
tion   was    tedious    but    not    dread.     Partly,    no 


doubt,  it  was  the  snow  which  covered  January 
and  kept  us  off  the  Grinder  for  colors.  Partly, 
too,  it  was  the  infrequency  of  gigs  (was  that 
cause  or  effect?),  even  though  in  some  Companies 
during  that  last  month  a  gig  was  now  inflated 
to  equal  five  demerits.  Mostly,  however,  it  was 
a  revaluation  of  that  intangible  field  called  Mili- 
tary Aptitude.  "Gung  Ho!"  was  a  frankly  dirty 
word  when  we  arrived;  after  Christmas  it  was 
less  in  use,  less  a  word  of  scorn.  We  would  not 
admit  to  being  "Gung  Ho!  "  of  course,  but  we 
kept  in  step,  our  hats  stayed  on  our  heads,  we 
stood  effortlessly  at  attention  and  we  knew  when 
to  brace,  we  saluted  without  stiffness  (and  no 
longer  saluted  "officer-type"  uniforms),  marched 
without  limpness  and  learned  what  it  meant  to 
"feel  good"  while  doing  so.  We  got  "Good 
Shoes";  the  only  thing  left  to  conquer  was  "Good 
Lint ".   If  the  first  eight  weeks'  word  was  "Sweat". 


the  second's  was  "effortless".)  Sometimes  that 
meant  we  did  not  gi\e  the  effort  required; 
usually  it  suggested  that  we  had  grown  up  to 
fill  out  the  required  standards  with  ease. 

And  with  pride.  Many  may  not  have  had 
that  burning  desire  to  fill  a  command  of  the 
high  seas  that  characterizes  any  true  career  man, 
although  some  of  us  had  actpiired  that  too.    But, 


h\  (()inp:u  i>.()n  wiiii  the  fleet  men  who  stewarded 
or  ainhled  about  the  base,  or  b\  indoctrination 
^imply  thiougii  four  month's  li\ing  on  base,  we 
hail  learned  to  know  the  pride  and  prestige 
that  is  the  heritage  of  a  citizen  of  officers' 
country.  The  officer-type  uniforms,  for  some 
reason  we  would  not  try  to  explain,  made  us 
stand  straighter,  and  when  those  same  uniforms 
were  lightened  by  the  removal  of  a  shoulder 
patch  and  two  anchors  and  fitted  with  a  lone 
gold  ijand  on  the  cuff  we  were  proud.  That 
(uial  month   hatl  been  "No  Sweat";   it  had  also 
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been  waiting,  waiting,  waiting  for  the  BuPers 
letters  called  orders.'  To  a  certain  percentage 
thev  meant  further  schooling  and  further  sweats 
anci  waits,  ijut  to  most  it  would  mean  an  adven- 
tine  of  imcertainty  amid  new  camarades. 

I  hey  will  call  us  green  when  we  go  aboard. 
In  their  eves  we  will  be.  In  our  eyes  we  are 
eager,  ready,  careful  but  uncertain,  lightened  by 
a  completed  past  that  a  standardized  school 
called  OCS  assures  us  will  be  useful  (a  fact  we 
hardly  question)  and  in  no  way  burdened  by  a 
future  which  at  this  point  seems  only  incredible 
enough  to  be  unreal.

When  Lieutenant  Commander  J.  T.  Ingram 
came  to  ()C;.S  in  January  1955.  he  got  a  first- 
lianci  o|)]5ortiinit\  to  make  a  comparison  be- 
tween OCS  and  his  Ahna  Mater,  the  Naval 
Acadenn.  The  courses  and  discipline  are  basic- 
ally the  same,  but  the  Academy  men  usually 
ha\e  a  study  hall  after  each  class,  where  they 
])repare  lor  the  next  session  which  will  be,  not 
a  lecture,  but  a  lull  period  test.  Mr.  Ingram 
feels  that  this  system  of  teaching  is  better  than 
successive  lectures,  since  the  students  will  not 
have  the  benefit  of  instructors  when  they  leave 
school.  He  regrets  that  the  limitations  of  time 
make  this  svstem  impossible  at  OCS. 

.\fter  leaving  the  Naval  Academy  in  1944, 
Mr.  Ingram  was  assigned  to  the  gunnery  de- 
partment of  the  USS  Tuscaloosa  stationed  in 
the  Pacific.  After  the  war  he  went  to  Flight 
School  and,  upon  receiving  his  wings  in  1947, 
was  assigned  to  the  Air  Transport  in  Honolulu 
and  the  Berlin  Air  Lift,  where  he  flew  vital 
supplies  into  post-war  Berlin.  For  his  service 
in  Berlin,  the  .\ir  Force  awarded  him  the  Air 
Medal.  From  the  squadron  at  Kodiak,  .\laska, 
which  he  joined  in  1952,  he  was  assigned  to 
Patrol  Squadron  19  at  Alameda  .\ir  Base  and 
spent  six  months  in  Japan. 

.\s  a  Battalion  Officer,  Mr.  Ingram  has  been 
kept  quite  busy.  His  basic  job  as  coordinator 
between  the  staff  and  the  men  in  the  Battalion 
he  finds  somewhat  routine,  but  nevertheless  in- 
teresting. The  monthly  meeting  of  the  disen- 
rollment  board  and  the  weekly  get-together  of 
the  De]3artment  Heads  always  bring  up  new  and 
different  problems.  One  of  the  most  enjoyable 
duties  that  he  has  had  to  perform  as  Battalion 
Officer  was  interviewing  the  students  for  the 
Regimental  Staff. 

Shortly  after  coming  to  Newport,  Mr.  Ingram 
was  appointed  Lieutenant  Commander.

A  jjilot  and  a  diver  may  sound  like  „.. 
unusual  team  but  Alfa  Company  knows  that 
a  coniliination  like  that  can  have  superlative 
results  when  it  conies  to  molding  Officer  Candi- 
dates. Lieutenant  Richard  Richardson,  the  Coni- 
jjany  Officer  of  Alfa  Company  and  the  pilot  in 
the  combination  started  in  the  Navy  as  a  seaman. 
A  year  and  a  half  later  he  recei\ed  a  fleet  ap- 
]5ointment  to  the  Naval  Academy.  Commis- 
sioned in  June,  1951,  he  spent  four  more  months 
at  Anna])olis  as  an  instructor.  Then  he  went  to 
flight  school  and  after  receiving  his  wings  in 
November,  1952,  he  went  to  Key  West,  Florida, 
where  he  was  an  instructor  in  jet  night  intercept. 
Between  June.  1954.  and  September,  1956,  when 
he  came  to  OCS.  he  was  assigned  to  Fighter 
Squadron  82,  and  made  two  carrier  cruises  to 
Europe.  On  board  these  carriers  he  was  in 
charge  of  aircraft  maintenance,  was  a  night  in- 
tercept |)ilot,  and  was  a  special  weapons  pilot. 
This  last  duty  involved  flying  the  Banshee 
ecpiipped  with  atomic  weapons. 

Mr.  Richardson  is  \ery  interested  in  sports 
and  wholeheartedly  endorses  them  in  any  shape 
or  form.  He  also  encoinages  extracurricular 
acti\ities  as  a  means  of  diversion  from  the 
Ijressing  routine  at  OCS.  In  addition  to  sports 
lie  likes  music:  classical  and  popular. 

Primarily,  a  Company  Officer  is  responsible 
for  developing  in  his  men  military  discipline 
and  leadership,  and  the  other  (qualities  neces- 
sary in  training  an  Officer.  This  is  usually  a 
slow,  sixteen-week  ])rocess,  but  it  can  be  helped 
along  cjuite  a  bit  by  the  interest  an  officer  takes 
in  his  men.  Mr.  Richardson  shows  the  men  of 
Alfa  Company  that  he  is  interested  in  them  by 
talking  informally  to  them  whenever  grades 
fall  or  proijlems  arise.  He  also  encourages  the 
prospective  })ilots,  and  at  present  is  planning  to 
gi\e  them  all  a  ride  in  a  jet  plane  to  keep  up 
their  enthusiasm  for  flight  school.  The  men  in 
the  coin]jany  realize  and  ajjpreciate  the  fact 
that  he  is  concerned  with  them  and  that  he  will 
do  anything  he  can  to  hel]3  his  men  survi\e 
the  rigors  of  OCS. 

The  di\er  in  the  team,  and  Mr.  Richardson's 
right-hand  man  is  Chief  Boatswain's  Mate  A. 
Pelz.  After  Boot  Camp  in  1939  Chief  Pelz 
served  on  the  seaplane  tender  USS  Holland, 
and  saw  action  in  the  Philijspines  in  AVorld  War 
II.  Among  the  other  ships  that  he  has  been  on, 
he  was  Chief  Boatswain's  Mate  on  the  Fleet  Tug 
Hopi,  and  was  in  charge  of  a  YSD  at  Solomon 
Islands,  Maryland.  In  1947  he  went  to  di\ing 
school,  and  from  November,  1948,  to  September, 
1952,  he  taught  diving  at  Bayonne,  New  Jersey. 
In  addition  to  diving  for  ammunition,  and  for 
stolen  cars  for  the  Police  Department,  Chief 
Pelz  has  also  gone  di\ing  for  3300,000  worth  of 
counterfeit  3^*  stamji  jilates  at  Long  Island,  New 
York,  which  he  turned  over  to  the  Treasury 
Department. 

By  instilling  in  the  company  a  spirit  of 
competition.  Chief  Pelz  knows  that  the  companv 
as  a  whole  is  bound  to  continue  improving,  since 
each  section  is  trying  to  outdo  the  other.  The 
Chief  also  tries  to  be  consistent  so  that  the  men 
will  know  what  to  expect  from  him. 

The  men  of  Alfa  Company  know  that  no 
matter  how  unusual  it  may  sound  there  is  no 
better  combination  than  a  pilot  as  an  Officer 
and  a  diver  as  a  Chief.

Four  months  ago,  Mr.  Finlay  and  Chief 
Fitzgerald  introduced  themselves  to  a  group  of 
raw  recruits,  arriving  in  civvies  -  Bravo  Com- 
pany of  Class  30,  OCS.  Mr.  Finlay's  idea  of  mak- 
ing these  civilians  into  officers  in  sixteen  weeks 
was  to  impress  upon  us  the  responsibility  of  be- 
ing a  Naval  Officer  -  which  he  accomplished, 
without  a  whip,  but  by  example. 

Lieutenant  William  A.  Finlay,  Jr.,  began  his 
Navy  career  as  a  bluejacket  during  the  war;  after 
serving  22  months,  he  received  a  Fleet  appoint- 
ment to  the  Naval  Academy  and,  commissioned 
in  1949,  he  served  his  first  tour  of  duty  aboard 
the  USS  Midxuay.  From  there,  Mr.  Finlay  went 
to  Pensacola  for  flight  training.  After  winning 
his  wings  in  1950,  he  flew  118  combat  missions 
in  Korea  with  Fighter  Squadron  111,  from  the 
r.S.S  I'alley  t'oiii^e.  USS  Boxer,  and  USS  Lake 
CJiatnplain.  Thus  far,  Mr.  Finlay  has  received  6 
Air  Medals,  the  Navy  Unit  Commendation  and 
the  Letter  of  Commendation.  Mr.  Finlay  was 
detached  from  OCS  on  6  February  to  report  to 
the  USS  Lexington  as  Flight  Deck  Officer.  He 
was  relieved  by  Lieutenant  J.  A.  Wade. 

Mr.  Finlay  was  ably  assisted  by  the  Chief, 
who  filled  in  some  of  the  details -how  to  make 
a  bunk,  clean  a  barracks,  and  how  to  shine  shoes 
till  patent  leather  looked  dull  in  comparison. 
But  above  all,  the  Chief  answered  a  million 
cpiestions  covering  every  phase  of  a  Navy  he 
knows  well. 

Chief  Machinist's  Mate  Bert  T.  Fitzgerald 
started  his  Naval  career  in  1940  and,  after  a 
short  period  at  Great  Lakes  Naval  Training 
Center,  he  served  aboard  the  USS  Caldwell,  un- 
til the  end  of  World  War  IL  During  this  period 
his  ship  took  part  in  the  campaigns  of  Okinawa, 
the  .\leutians  and  Wake  Island.  Since  the  end 
of  the  war.  Chief  Fitzgerald  has  served  aboard 
many  ships  including  the  USS  Amphion,  USS 
Elnkoynm.  USS  Law  and  USS  Severn,  before 
coming  to  OCS  in  May  1956.

Lieutenant  (jg)  Richard  A.  Nelson  first  re- 
ported to  OCS  in  October  of  1953.  At  that  time 
he  was  a  ci\ilian.  He  exited  in  March  of  1954 
as  an  ensign.  His  first  duty  was  on  board  the 
USS  Princeton  (CVS-37)  where  he  served  as  a 
Di\ision  Officer  in  the  Gunnery  Department. 
The  Princeton  operated  with  the  7th  Fleet  in 
the  waters  off  Japan,  Formosa,  and  the  Tachen 
Islands.  In  August  of  1954,  Mr.  Nelson  returned 
to  OCS  as  a  member  of  the  Military  Department. 

Lieutenant  (jg)  Nelson  is  a  graduate  of 
Clark  University  and  a  native  of  Worcester, 
Massachusetts.  He  is  iniicjue  in  his  status  as  a 
Company  Officer  in  several  ways:  he  is  the  only

he  is  the  only  former  OC;  he  has  served  at  OCS 
longer  than  any  other  officer  in  the  First 
Battalion  Military  Department,  some  twenty 
months;  and,  at  6'5",  he  is  the  tallest  officer  in 
the  entire  OCS  staff.
